"The Boers are now approaching their 
final agony. Lord Roberts has 40,1)00 
men beyond the Zand river, with Gen, 
Buller there are oO.OOO, and witli Gen. 
Hunter 10,000. Against the pressure of 
these various columns the Doers can 
make no effective resistance. A collapse 
must follow the first battle in which 
Doers make a determined stand and are 
well beaten. Whether the Transvaal 
government will then submit, or will en- 
courage the burghers to continue a hope- 
less struggle to tile point o£ their general 
ram, is uncertain. The latter uiteTlia- 
tive is by no means improbable.' 

A despatch to the Daily Telegraph 
from VVelgelegen, dated Wednesday, 
says: 

'The burghers held a meeting recent- 
ly, without tfte consent of president 
bteyn, at which the advisability of sub- 
mission on the part of the fc'ree State 
was discussed and approved." 



PAPAL LEGATION. 

Monseignor Martinelli Will Bestow the 
Pallium on Archbishop Christie. 

Washington, May 10. — The new audi- 
tor of the papal legation, Rev. Dr. Fran- 
cis Marchetti, arrived in this city from 
Rome to-day. Archbishop Martinelli and 
Rev. Dr. Hooker, secretary oi i ie lega- 
tion, lett Washington lor Portland, Ore. 
.Monseignor Martmelli stated that be 
was going West to fullil a promise made 
by lnui to the Archbishop or Oregon, Dr. 
Alexander Christie, who desired to re- 
ceive the pallium, or bade of rank, direct 
frum Lis hands. Both himself and Dr. 
KooKer will he absent from Washington 
lor at least three weeku, during which 
time Mr, Marchetti will have charge of 
the legation, lie is a native of Rome, 
was been in 1SU7, and has never visited 
American before, though he speaks Eng- 
lish lluently. lie succeeds Mgr. Dona- 
tius Sbaretti, recently appointed Bishop 
of Havana, Cuba, who was the first audi- 
tor of the legation. 

Before leaving Archbishop Martinelli 
stated that no credence should be placed 
in the rumors regarding episcopal ap- 
pointments. But three vacancies, those 
at Vancouver, Savannah and Tucson, 
have been filled. 

Mgr. Martinelli expressed his surprise 
that a report cabled from England re- 
cently announced the appointment of Dr. 
Sbaretti as "Archbishop of Havana." 
He says that no such appointment has 
been made, for one archbishop already 
exists in Cuba— the Santiago— of which 
Archbishop Barnata is the incumbent. 
Both Bishop Sbaretti, of Havana, and 
Bishop Belnk, of Porto Rico, are his 
suffragans, as the province of Santiago 
includes these sees alone. 

SPANISH CRISIS. 

A Crave Situation Over Government 
Financial Policy, 

Paris, May 10.— A despatch to the 
Temps from Madrid says the greatest 
perplexity prevails in the political world 
over the situation created by the events 
in Catalonia, the .National Union cam- 
paign nnd the schism existing between 
tlie Industrial and commercial classes and 
the political parties, and by tlie attitude 
of the Carlists, Republicans and social- 
ists, who are always ready to take ad- 
vantage of all circumstances, a situation 
which is assuming exceptional gravity, 
Marshal Martinez De Campos summed 
up the situation in tlie following words: 
"Tlie ministry must govern or resign." 

Madrid, May 10.— A ministerial crisis 
exists over the opposition of tlie govern- 
ment's financial policy. In view of the 
situation the Minister of tlie Interior lias 
abandoned the remainder of his tour of 
Catalonia and his proposed visit to tlie 
Ballieric Islands, anil has returned here. 
Ho attended the cabinet council to-day, 
at. which tlie Queen Regent presided. The 
cabinet deliberated on tlie policy to be 
adopted in consideration of to-day's de- 
monstration against tlie government's 
taxation schemes, which appears to be 
general throughout tlie country. The 
Madrid theatres announce that they will 
participate in tlie protest and will close 
their doors to-night. Tlie meeting of the 
council is expected to bring out disten- 
tion among tlie ministers, possibly lead- 
ing to another reconstruction of the cab- 
inet. 



THE MAIN* MURDER. 

Trial of the Prisoners Postponed for a 
Time. 

New Westminster, May 10.— The trial 
of the Chinese .suspected of tlie murder of 
Policeman Alex. Main of Steveston has 
been again postponed. In the meantime 
the prosecution an- thoroushly preparing 
their case. The scene of the murder and 
other views which may be of use when 
tlie trial conies on have been taken by 
a photographer.

OFFICERS' GRIEVANCE. 

Sixth Rifles Have Not Been Weil

Ottawa, May 10.— Col. Trior succeeded 
to-day in eliciting the fact that the off 
cers of the Sixth Rilles have a just 
grievance against the militia department, 
When two Montreal regiments amalga- 
mated, the otllcers of the Fusiliers were 
allowed two-thirds the cost of uniforms, 
which exceeded .flOO in each ease. In 
Vancouver the officers only got $28.00 
each for the ehauge of uniform.

Budget Speech 



Treasurer Davidson Takes the 
Greenway Administration to 
Task Sharply, 



Looseness of Business Methods 
and Misleading State- 
ments the Charge- 



Winnipeg, May 10.— Treasurer David- 
son delivered the budget speech in the 
legislature to-day, dealing chiefly with 
the financial administration of the late 
government. He defended the appoint- 
ment of the financial commission, and 
charged the former government with 
making misleading statements of the 
position of the province, und also with 
looseness in their business methods, par- 
ticularly in the use of unaccountable 
vouchers and in dealing with public 
works contracts. He figured out that 
the liabilities of the province were so 
great as to necessitate new methods of 
raising revenue. Negotiating a small 
loan was proposed, and a measure of 
taxation (taxation of railways under- 
stood to be included) of such a character 
as would meet the general approval of 
the house would he submitted, be said. 
A decrease in the estimates of expendi- 
ture of $02,000 was claimed, though 
some departments would be increased. 

The late treasurer, Col. McMillan, will 
reply on Friday. 



THEY DID NOT SPEAK. 

Berlin, Mny 10.— The semi-official Post 
this evening denies that Germany has 
participated in any collective note in- 
forming President Kruger that the 
powers would hold him personally re- 
sponsible for the safety of the mines, 
and would support Great Britain in en- 
forcing compensation in the event of 
their destruction. 

Washington, May 10.— Respecting the 
statement telegraphed from Pretoria to 
the effect that the foreign representa- 
tives in that capital have jointly notified 
President Kruger that he will be held 
personally responsible by their govern- 
ments for the safety of the Johannes- 
burg mines, it can be stated that the 
United States representative. Consul 
Adalbert Hay, did not join in the repre- 
sentation, if any such were made. The 
department of state will adhere to its 
uniform policy in such matters of acting 
singly. It may be that its lines of ac- 
tion will parallel that taken by the 
(lowers jointly, but it will not be in any 
degree affected thereby.

mines, and that in the authority of StatQ 
Secretary Reltii, he (Munnick) had al- 
ready bored shafts in eight. 

"Well informed foreigners in Pretoria,"' 
says the correspondent of the Cape Ar- 
gus, "now consider the mines safe. The 
Transvaal officials have issued appeals to 
the people to protect property, and al- 
though preparations were made to de- 
stroy the mines, wiser counsels now pre- 
vail. State Engineer Klink declined to 
resume bis duties unless the dynainito 
was removed, and the government agreed 
to tile demand." 

Pretoria, May 9. — The request of tho 
government for permission to sell mining 
rights for prices which should be ap- 
proved by the government was rejected 
by the raad by a vote of 12 to 0. The 
session is closed. 



LORD ROSEBEHY'S VIEWS. ' 

He Says the Lesson of the War Must 
Be Taken to Heart, 

London, May 10. — Addressing thq 
company at the banquet of the Glasgow 
University Club, given in London this 
evening. Lord Rosebery said: "We shall 
come out of the war with triumphs for 
our arms and lustre for our nationnl 
character, but we will lose the lesson if 
we fail to utilize it to reform and re- 
arrange our administration to meet tho 
growing requirements of an euormouslyj 
increasing Empire." Lord Rosebery 
cited recent cases where the colonial 
office had conducted diplomatic negotia- 
tions that were properly within the 
province of the foreign office, while the 
foreign office was burdened with the ad- 
ministration of vast colonial trncts« 
Such matters, he snid, called for re- 
organization, and although the war office, 
had performed a praiseworthy work in 
transporting an immense army, this was 
an unprecedented business and it also 
would he the better for reform.

They Will Save the Mercenaries to De- 
fend Johannesburg. 

London, May 10. — The Standard pub-> 
lisheu the following, dated May 0, fronv 
Welgelegen: 

"The engagement on the Vet river 
caused the Boers to be dissatisfied with 
their leaders. I learn from Pretoria that 
the Boers intend to retire ultimately to 
Lydenburg, giving the foreign mercen- 
aries the task of defending- Johannesburg 
and Pretoria. The foreign mercenaries 
are now advocating tho sending out o£ 
guerilla parties from three hundred to 
four thousand strong, rather than a per- 
sistenso in operations on a large scate, 
but the Boers are not dashing enough for 
that kind of work."

Tho United States Apparently a Hot 
Country to Live in. 

New York, May 10.— The National 
Board of Fire Underwriters in annual 
convention to-day elected the following 
officers: President, George P. Sheldon, 
New York; vice-president, E. L. Elli- 
son, Philadelphia! secretary, Robert B. 
Heath, Philadelphia,; treasurer, Fred.

Irvin, of Philadelphia, reviewed the 
events of the year, and said that the 
fact which must impress itself upon in- 
surance men as of tlie most serious im- 
portance is the enormous tire loss of the 
country, which amounted in IS!)!) to 
$153,597,830. Mr. Irvin said: " If we 
may judge from such records as are ac- 
cessible, property in the United States Is 
burning in greater proportion to value 
than in any other country. This is the 
more startling when the destruction goes 
on in a year like the one under review, 
when business generally is admitted to 
have been good." 



LAKE LEVELS. 

United States Wants an International 
Commission of Investigation. 

Washington, May 10.— The house com- 
mittee on foreign affairs to-day acted 
favorably on the joint resolution author- 
izing the President to invite Great Brit- 
ain to join in the formation of an inter- 
national commission, four from each 
government, to consider the diversion of 
waters along the boundary on the United 
States and Canada. The enquiry is de- 
signed principally to ascertain the effect 
on the level of the lakes caused by im- 
provements at the Wellaud canal, Sault 
Ste. Marie canal and the Chicago drninr 
age canal. The enquiry covers tlie en- 
tire lake region, including the waters of 
the lakes and rivers which waters flow 
by tin? river St. Lawrence to the Atlan- 
tic ocean. The joint resolution has al- 
ready reached the senate.

Beyond Kroonstnd is an intricate and 
difficult country, and if the Boers should 
elect to fight, it is possible they could 
check the progress ot the British until 
Lord Roberts' numerous cavalry bad hud 
time to ride around their Hank and 
threaten their rear. From 15,000 to 
20,000 is the highest estimate of the 
Boers tinder the personal command of 
Oeu. Botha, who is said to have -JO guns. 
Botha and Dewet are reported to have 
quarrelled. 

Lord Roberts is pressing hard after 
this force with 05,000 men and 110 guns, 
and more men are readily available. 



London. May 10.— (4:55 p. m.)— The 
war office has received the following de- 
spatch from Lord Roberts: 

" Cable Cart, Zand River, May 10.— 
(12:30 p. m.)— The enemy are in full re- 
treat. 

•' They occupied a position 20 miles in 
length. Ours was necessarily longer. 

" With the widely scattered force it 
will take some time to learn the casual- 
tics, but I am hopeful we have not suf- 
fered much. 

" The cavalry and horse artillery are 
pursuing the Boers by three different 
routes." 

Thaba N'chu, May 9.— The Boers have 
moved their headquarters in this district 
from Ladybrund to Glocolan. They 
occupy strong positions at Negathling's 
Nek. The British, including Gen. 
Brabant, are scattered among a number 
of strategical points, securing the coun- 
try south of the line from Winburg to 
Ladybrund. 

Maseru, May 8. — The Free Staters are 
moving in small parties, with their herds, 
from Ficksburg to Bethlehem, on their 
way to Harrismith or the Vaal. 

London, May 10.— The crossing of the 
Zand river by the British appears to 
have been effected sooner than even the 
most sanguine expected, and this morn- 
ing Lord Roberts' temporary headquar- 
ters are established in 'a cable cart on 
the north bank of the river. 

The opposition the Federals are offer- 
ing shows that yesterday's reports of 
the abandonment of their positions were 
ill-founded. Roberts' advance force, 
consisting of from 10,000 to 12,000 
mounted men, besides infantry, artillery 
and the naval contingent, appears to be 
powerful enough to overwhelm the oppo- 
sition the burghers can offer. 
Even though, as reported yester- 
day, they have been reinforced 
by 3,000 men from other com- 
mands anil possess a score of heavy 
guns, the experts believe the opposition 
■will not be prolonged more than shall 
be necessary to remove the guns and 
other impediments in the direction of 
Kroonstnd. 

Further reports from Lorenzo Marques 
show that the customs authorities, in ad- 
dition to clothing and shoes, refuse to 
clear corned beef for the Transvaal, 
holding it as contraband. 

The war office has received from Lord 
Roberts a despatch, dated Zand River 
Camp, May 9, saying: "I have received 
a most cheery telegram from Baden- 
Powell, dated April 27." 

Ottawa, May 10.— Sir Alfred Miiner, 
governor of Cape Colony, cabled the 
Governor-General this morning continu- 
ing the reports sent by special correspon- 
dents to Canadian papers that Privates 
E. B. Allan, Windsor. Out.; O. Delisle, 
48th Rat t., Toronto; A. 11. Morehouse, 
74th Batt.; Xew Brunswick; and J. P. 
Blant, regiment not given, are missing. 

Miiner also confirms the report that 
Pte. McCullongh was wounded at Brand- 
fort. 

Toronto. May 10.— The Evenir.g Tele- 
Brain's Loudon correspondent cables as 
follows: 

"A Zand Iliver despatch says that 
when the Australians with Gen. Rut- 
ton's brigade were in danger of being 
■cut off, the mounted Canadians and Xew 
Zealanders, who stood :i withering shell

tion and threatened the Boer Hank in 
order to allow the Australians to retire.

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Mr. W. P. Allen, city gaoler, has re- 
ceived an interesting letter from his son 
John, serving with the Royal Eugineers 
of Gen. Buller'ti army in Natal. It is 
dated Ladysmith, April 14, and refers 
to the relief of that town. The letter 
follows: 

Dear Father: I now take the pleasure 
of giving you a few details of my experi- 
ence in South Africa. 

Having received orders for service, 
we left the Old Country on November 
4. Calling at Capetown for orders, 
I hud tiie pleasure of meeting my brother 
William, and fouud him looking well and 
healthy, 'thai was our lirst meeting for 
over six years. 

Proceeding, we arrived, after a most 
enjoyable passage, at Durban on Nov- 
ember 2Sth, and thence to the Natal base 
ot operations at Pietniaritzburg. 

After fitting ourselves out with gear 
and oxen we went on to Estcourt, arriv- 
ing there December 10, and joining 
iug General Butler's command. We hav 
been attached to his headquarters ever 
since. 

On December 15 we experienced our 
lirst sight of actual Boer warfare. 

Our reverse at Colenso was a severe 
one, though whatever may have been tb 
opinions of people at home, we at leaf 
knew that Boiler's task had been one a 
most impossible to accomplish. 

The Boer position was naturally 
iter it was entrenched and being protected 
it was entrenched, and being protected 
iu front by the Tugelu, a river flowing at 
the rate of about six miles an hour and 
varying from JS00 to 500 feet in width 

Our attack had to be made over 
open plain about three miles, and I won 
der our losses were not heavier. 

Such was my lirst experience of war, 
and it was anything but inspiriting, 
can assure you. 

We retired after the battle to Frerc 
where we encamped and awaited rein 
foreements. Our next move was 
Springfield, across the Little Tugela, t 
Trichardes Drift. We succeeded i 
crossing the river on January 17, wit 
very little opposition. Our troops, how 
ever, found the Boer' in strength ut 
two miles north of the river, their left 
resting on an almost inaccessable hill 
known as Spion Kop, and occupyin 
range of hills stretching to their rigid 
rear for several miles. Warren's div 
sion turned the Boer right, the Lan- 
cashire Brigade took Spiou Kop, but n 
fast as our men took one position the 
found the Boers in another. After si 
days' heavy fighting, our infantry unabl 
to get support from our heavy guns on 
Spion Kop, and water supply being none 
too plentiful on the hills, the whole posi 
tion was abandoned, our troops retiring 
most successfully to the south bank of 
the river. 

The next move was to Potgeiter" 
Drift and Vol Kraantiz, a place about 
ten miles west of Colenso. The fighting 
was commenced by our naval guns 

On the morning of February we re 
ceived orders to construct a bridg 
about one mile east of Kraantiz. Owing 
to something I cannot understand, on 
covering party was not as strong as sup 
posed to bo, and we were subjected to a 
heavy rifle fire the whole time we were 
at work. A report got in circulation 
among the troops that we were cut 
pieces, but like the proverbial bad penny 
we turned up all right, amidst congratu 
lotions and praise for our work on all 
sides. Our casualties were small, hav 
iug only three wounded, and ever since 
our troop has been known througbou 
the camp as the " armor-plated troop,' 
owing to our good fortune in having so 
few casualties. The Boers have n grea 
antipathy toward the pontoon trooj 
shelling it on all jxissiblo occasions, but 
except doing some slight damage t 
boats, which we quickly repair, we have 
escaped unhurt from shell fire. 

Our retirement from Potgeiter's was 
fortunately through tiie balloon party 
discovering that the Boers had literally 
a death-trap awaiting us; therefore we 
turned our backs on the river and 
tramped back again to Ohieveley. I 
was most disheartening, I can tell you 
all those retirements; still, we had tin 
greatest, confidence in Buller, knowing 
he would pull through if it was possibl 
to be done at all. 

On February 14 commenced the fight 
ing which culminated in the successfu 
relief of Ladysmith. Colenso was again 
the scene of the attack; with more 
troops to command and a different line 
of action or plan of battle, Buller suc- 
ceeded in driving the enemy back, little 
by little. The troops crossed the river 
at two different points, by means of our 
bridges, and the final stroke was given 
on the anniversary of Majuba Hill. 

The Boers, finding it too hot for them, 
fled in al! directions. Thus after two 
weeks' hard fighting Ladysmith was re 
lieved, amidst great rejoicing, both in- 
side and outside of the town. 

We have constructed in all 17 bridges 
since being out here, with the loss of 
but live wounded — not a bad record up 
to the present. 

The Ladysmith garrison are being ac- 
corded the best: possible praise for their 
pluck and determination in withstand- 
ing the attacks made on them for such 
a long period. The Boer positions were 
so situated that there was practically no 
loophole for escape. 

We are camped about three miles 
north of Ladysmith, waiting for Buller's 
next move. I am pleased to tell you I 
have enjoyed the best of health out here 
so far, nnd up to this have come 
through without a scratch. I have only 
sent you a short account of my experi- 
ences out here, but hope some day to 
"nave the pleasure of giving you fuller 
details of the whole campaign.

GEN. HUTTON'S 

REPORT. 



Advice for Improving Canada's 
Defence Force — Khaki 
and Pom Poms. 



In view of the part Canada Is taking la 
the war In South Africa and the consequent 
Increased interest la affairs military, the 
annual report of General Hutton, wbicb 
was presented to parliament last week, 
Is of more than usual import. The follow- 
ing synopsis of this report taken from the 
Mall and Empire gives a better Idea of the 
changes proposed than the shorter accounts 
by wire- already published. 

Sen. Button's report which has evi- 
dently been edited, is dated January 1st. 
lie recommends that the militia be trained 
for ID dnys, and that every encouragement 
be given to officers commanding regiments, 
to carry on the system of a regimental mess 
tent, tables and forms, Commanding of- 
ficers should have permission to draw the 
allowance of $0 per company for the pur- 
pose of developing Bitch a system. A spe- 
cial tent, etc., of an authorized pattern, 
should be adopted as the universal pattern 
In order to insure uniformity !u all camps. 
The serge frock has been definitely adopted 
as the universal uniform coat of the active' 
militia. It Is very desirable that while 
retaining the uniform and the characteris- 
tics In dress of the Imperial army with 
which the Canadian militia have always 
been so closely Identified, some badge or de- 
vice distinctive of Canadian troops should 
lie superadded. The general recommends 
that the helmet (Imperial pattern) should 
bo adapted as the headdress of the militia 
upon which a small puggaree of linen (silk 
for officers) will be worn. A different ar- 
rangement of color for these puggarees 
should he adopted for each branch of the 
service. 

"A headdress has not, up to the present, 
been Issued by the government. It hns 
hitherto been left to the zeal of Individual 
corps to provide themselves with a head- 
dress, other than a field cap. and he re- 
commends that in future a helmet, except 
In case of a certain specified corps, should 
be Issued to the Canadian troops In addition 
to' the field cap. A "tuque" for winter 
use, which can he easily procured in large 
quantities and ut small cost, should be 
issued when necessary. 

"The general commends the use of a 
fatigue suit of khaki, consisting of a loose 
jacket with stnnd and fall eollnr, avail- 
able for fatigue purposes In peace, or for 
campaigning and Held service In war. This 
suit could be washed and put away after 
each training, and would be undoubtedly 
popular with all ranks. Each man would 
thus possess a suit of serge clothing for 
parade and ceremonial occasions, and a 
suit of strong khaki for fatigue, for sleeping 
In or for a campaign. The provision of 
such a suit would practically be covered by 
the present suit of serge clothing being 
made to last for four years in place of three 
so that little. If any, extra cost would fall 
upon the public. 

"In the case of the city corps be recom- 
mends that the Issue of khaki or fatigue 
suit should be optional, and that the sys- 
tem now In existence, by which a serge suit 
is Issued every three years or the money 
granted in lieu, shall be continued.

SUMMER STEAMSHIP 
SCHEDULE, 

Taking Effect April 23rd. 1900 



Attention is called to Sees. 22 aud 23 of 
The Waterworks Regulation By-Law, 1898. 
which reads as follows: "No person shall 
sprinkle or use In any manner whatsoever 
the water supplied by the city upon '.awns, 
gardens, yards, or grounds of any descrip- 
tion, except between the hours of 5 and SI 
in the morning and the hours of 5 aud 10 
o'clock In the evening, unless the water 
so used shall be supplied by meter. If 
water (except water supplied by meter) Is 
used for watering lawns or gardens at 
other than the permitted hours., there 
shall be charged against the person so us- 
ing such water the sum of fifty cents ad- 
ditional for each Infraction, but this pro- 
vision shall in no way prejudice any pro- 
ceedings for enforcing the penalties attach- 
ing to any Infraction of this by-law."

THE WAR. 

Glocolnn, or Clocolan, to which, the 
Boers have retreated front Ladybrand, 
is about 20 miles north of the latter 
town. The enemy will hardly attempt 
to make a stand at this point, although it 
is in the foot hills of the Drakenburg 
range, and consequently could be held 
with comparative ease. The Maseru 
despatch ■which says the Free Staters 
are moving towards Bethlehem is prob.i 
bly more accurate than the report which 
attributes to them the intention of hold 
ing Clocolan. 

The retirement of the enemy from the 
north bank of the Zand river is some- 
what of a surprise, for it -was expected 
by some that they would make a stand 
here. The retreat was. general and our 
pursuit active. Until news has been re- 
ceived of the result of the pursuit it will 
not lie possible to form any opinion of the 
probability of a prolonged resistance at 
Kroonstad. This town is very important 
in a strategic sense. A branch railway 
runs from it to the northeast almost to 
tlie Vaal river, and within a short dis- 
tance of K'erksdorp, the terminus of a 
railway running from Johannesburg 
"westward. If our forces occupy Kroon 
stad At an early day, they can cut off the 
'retreat, of the Boer force, which 
■was at Fourteen Streams, and 
cure an alternative road to ,To- 
haniuvdmrg. It will be remein 
bered that the enemy made Kroonstad 
their headquarters immediately after the 
occupation of Bloemfontem by our 
troops, and it is probable that they have 
strengthened their position by entrench- 
ments, and experience has already shown 
that to carry an entrenched position is a 
difficult matter. Presumably Lord Rob- 
erts will not attempt to capture Kroon- 
Ktad by direct assault, but wili compel 
the enemy to abandon his position, as he 
did on the Modder river. President 
Steyn is authority for the statement that 
the Boers will light at the Vaal river. 
It is 84 miles by rail from Kroonstad to 
tlie Vaal, aud probably 100 from our ad- 
vanced posts. From the Vaal -to Pre- 
toria is 7S miles. Within 10 miles on 
each side of tlie railway bridge there 
are points where our forces would pro- 
bably be able to cross without serious 
difficulty. 

Great interest attaches to Sir Fred- 
erick Carriugton's movements. No one 
outside of those in authority seems to 
know just what he proposes to do. If 
his objective point is Mafeking, it is 
strange that lie should have been sent so 
far around. From the terminus of the 
Beira railway to Bulawayo, the terminus 
of tlie Rhodesian railway, tlie distance 
is at least as great as from Kimberley to 
Mafeking; and moreover the relief of the 
last named town seems to ln<. already 
provided for. Oarrington may have 
something much more sensational in 
More, for us than that. 



PROVINCIAL LOANS. 

There has been much glib talk recently 
about borrowing money to build railways, 
construct highways, and so on, and tlie 
flippant way in which millions are 
spoken of creates the impression that 
some people suppose it only to be lic-'ces 
sary for British Columbia or any other 
province to go into the money market and 
get what money may be needed. Possi- 
bly the. expression "money market" de 
ceives many, by encouraging a notion 
tiiat money is like potatoes or Hour, and 
all you have to do is to go where it ii 
and get it. A few simple facts hearing 
on this subject, may have a timely inter 
est. 

Ultimately all governmental loans come 
from the public, not from the big finan- 
cial houses. By the public is meant tho 
largo aud varied class of individuals who 
have money 'to invest. In the first in- 
stance a loan may be taken up by a fin- 
ancial house or combination of financial 
houses, but tlie effort is at once made to 
get the securities into the hands of in- 
vestors, Xo financial house would think 
of buying British Columbia or, for that 
matter, any government securities as an 
investment. It would not pay to do so. 
because tlie rate of interest is not high 
enough, and the same is true of public 



securities of all kinds. The financial 
house makes its profit not by lending 
money and keeping the securities locked 
up in its vaults, but by selling them to 
some one who wants them as a perman- 
ent investment. There are always plenty 
of such people, but they are not (tlwayfl 
willing to take every kind of security. Let 
us suppose that a government, whose se- 
curities are popular with the public, 
wants a new loan. It advertises the fact 
and the loan is taken up by the public. 
Pc-rhaiis it is subscribed many times 
over, as was the case with the late war 
loan, the bids for which were so many 
that few people got all they were will- 
ing to take. But there is another class 
of governments, and British Columbia is 
in this class, for whose securities there is 
no active public demand. When such a 
government seeks to borrow money, it 
will be altogether probable that the gen- 
eral public will not bid for the loan. Re- 
course must then be had to financial 
houses to underwrite the loan. That is, 
these houses will put up tho money 
wanted aud trust to being able to dis- 
pose of the securities to the public. It 
will be remembered that when Mr. Tur- 
ner tloated his last loan, he agreed with 
the people who underwrote it that no 
other British Columbia loan would be 
placed un tlie market for three years. 
Tills wns not because tlie province was 
not good security for an additional loan, 
but because the underwriters wanted 
threo years to get the securities oil" their 
hands. 

The intricacies of finance are much in- 
volved, and it would be impossible with- 
out being in the secret of the underwrit- 
ing linns to know where the money came 
from \\ hich Mr. Turner secured on that 
occasion. We know that a certain por- 
tion of it came from tho investing pub- 
lic, for there were bids from the public 
for a part of the loan. The remainder 
came from financial houses. Some of 
it may have been their own; some of it 
may have been the money of clients; 
some of it may have been borrowed from 
banks on the security of the stock. But 
wherever it came from, the object of the 
underwriters was to unload the stock on 
the public, and thus relieve themselves 
of the burden and release their funds for 
other operations or pay off any liabilities 
that might have been incurred in raisin 
the money for the province. 

We see now that other things than the 
ability of a province to pay interest upon 
its loans have to be taken into account 
when a loan is being floated. Indeed 
the probability of any British govern- 
ment defaulting in its interest payments 
is too remote to very seriously enter into 
auy one's consideration. Nor does the 
probability of the principal being repaid 
cut auy serious figure, for it is taken for 
granted that when the 'government of 
a British country borrows money it will 
repay it. The great things to bo consid- 
ered are, first: Will the public take tho 
loan? And secoud: If the public will 
not take the loan when it is advertised, 
what is the probability that it will ulti- 
mately be taken by the public, and what 
in the meantime is its value as collateral? 
Let us apply these principles to British 
Columbia. When Mr. Turner placed his 
first loan on the market the public did 
not want it at all; when he placed his 
second loan, the public took a portion of 
it; but. when Mr. Cotton issued tho loan 
of 1890, the public did not bid for any of 
it. Under these circumstances it is hard- 
ly necessary to say that if a loan of 
from #8,000,000 to $20,000,000 were 
placed upon the market to be expended 
in constructing a railway parallel to tho 
C. P. R. and certain to be non-paying for 
some time at least, tho public would not 
be likely to bid for it. For this reason 
the whole loan would have to be placed 
with underwriters, who would have to 
sustain tho value of our stock in the 
market, in order that tho value of their 
security might not be depreciated. To 
enable them to hold up the value of such 
a large issue it would be necessary for 
them to get the loan at a large enough 
margin to leave a profit against any 
eventualities; but the mere fact that the 
selling price to tho underwriters was low 
would have a tendency to deprecate the 
stock at once. It is not necessary to 
follow out all the ramifications of such 
a transaction, for sufficient has been al- 
ready said to show why it is that well- 
informed people say that British Colum- 
bia cannot borrow tho money for Mr, 
Martin's railway policy. It is not a ques- 
tion whether the province is good for 
the principal and interest of the loan, 
for we suppose there would lie no doubt 
about that, but as to the possibility of any 
province situated as British Columbia is, 
aud so little known to the investing pub- 
lic, floating so large a loan on any terms 
whatever that any government could 
think for a moment of entertaining. 



THE LICENSE LAWS. 

The reference in the Colonist to tho 
condition of the law regulating the sale 
of spirituous liquors has created a good 
dena of comment, and it seems probable 
that in following the lead of Mr. Martin 
in this matter we have made an error, 
and that there is now really no law on 
tho subject whatever. We should, per- 
haps, have known bettor than to tak» 
Mr. Martin's opinion on any legal pro- 
position. We have received tho follow- 
ing letter: 

Nnnaimo, May 9, 1000. 
Editor Victoria Colonist: 

I notice in to-day's issue of the Colo- 
nist the statement that the disallowing 
of the Liquor License Act, 1800, by the 
Dominion authorities would have tho 



effect of reviving the provisions with 
respect to liquor licenses contained in 
the old act (being chapter 122 of the 
Revised Statutes), and I notice that Mr. 
Alartin has made a similar statement in 
one of his speeches. Now, the Liquor 
License Act, 1S99, does not repeal chap- 
ter 122 above mentioned at all. The 
repeal of that act is effected by quite a 
different act, viz., the Licenses Act, 1S99, 
which has not been disallowed, so far as 
1 am aware, and consequently chapter 
122 is still repealed. It seems to the 
that the real position of affairs is that 
there is now no act in force dealing with 
liquor licenses outside of municipalities, 
and there is nothing to prevent anyone 
selling liquor. Is not this the caso? 

Two acts were passed in the session of 
1S09 bearing upon the subject of 
licenses. One is Chapter -10 of the stat- 
utes of that year, and repeals the act 
under which licenses were granted before 
1S99, namely Chapter 122 of the Revised 
Statutes. This act substitutes for the 
fees prescribed by the Chapter referred 
to a new schedule, but it does not deal 
with liquor licenses. These are regu- 
lated by another act, namely Chapter 38 
of the act of 1S09, which covers tho 
whole subject. There is no repealing 
clause in thin act, but if there were it 
would not alter the case in the slightest 
degree, because Chapter 40, in which the 
repealing clause stands, remains law. 
Therefore it seems abundantly clear 
that we have now no law governing the 
sale of spirituous liquors outside of the 
municipalities, and if this is the case, 
anyone may sell liquors if he wants to. 
There may be some way of escaping this 
conclusion, but we do not think there is. 
Mr. .Martin will have to change his 
views on another subject. 



IS THERE A CONSPIRACY Y 

This is said to be the explanation of 
Mr. J. C. Brown's entry into the cabinet 

To begin at the beginning: Mr. 
Brown was asked to be premier, but he 
declined unless given full liberty in tho 
selection of his colleagues, which being 
refused, he played the role of sulky 
Achilles. He has since come out of his 
teut, buckled on his armor, shouldered 
his Winchester and assumed office under 
Mr. Martin. The consideration there- 
unto moving is nlleged to be a tripartite 
agreement to the following effect: If 
the Martinites win, tlie party is to be 
called together, and Mr. Martin and 
Mr. Brown will be ballotted for a: 
lender. The unsuccessful man will sup 
port the successful man through the 
session, at which a bill will be passed 
restoring the office of agent-general 
London, with a fine salary. Immediately 
after the session the Lieutenant-Gover- 
nor will resign and be appointed to the 
London office, and the unsuccessful can- 
didate for the premiership will bo urged 
upon the Ottawa ministry for the 
vacancy at Government House. 

This explanation of Mr. Brown's con- 
duct is believed by well-informed people 
to be correct, and if it is, it casts an 
extraordinary light upon the political 
events > of the past two months. It is 
something very like a conspiracy. 



The World says it would be " a seven 
days' wonder " if the platform of Mr.

Mr. Martin's organ speaks of tho rail- 
way to Cape Scott being a part of his 
policy. If Vancouver Island has to wait 
for that railway until Mr. Martin builds 
it as a government work, we may as weh 
leave tho matter in abeyance for the 
next quarter of a century. 

A gentleman, whose position and ex- 
perience entitles his views to groat 
weight, says that, the surest way to stop 
claim-Jumping is to stop grub-staking, 
and thus compel every man who stakes 
a claim to do so in his own proper per- 
son. If to this were added a provision 
that a case of wilful claim-jumping 
should work a forfeiture of the free 
minor's certificate, we would have very 
much less of this objectionable practice 
than now is heard of. Ho abo suggests 
that, as the special act of 1899 under 
which Mr. Justice Irving went to Atlin 
is exhnusted, a general act should be 
passed authorizing the government to 
send a judge at any time to any mining 
district with similar powers to those 
exorcised by Mr. Justice Irving, tho law 
being safeguarded with such conditions 
as would prevent its being put into opera- 
tion except in emergencies.

THE CROWNING OUTRAGE. 

What is Thought in Boundary Creek of 
tho New Appointment. 

Our special despatch from Victoria 
stating that J. C. Brown, of New West- 
minster, was to have been sworn in as 
minister of finance to-day to succeed 
ltyder, anil the rather well authenticated 
rumor that George Washington Beebe is 
to be retired for a man that has a better 
political standing show conclusively that 
neither the Lieutenant-Governor nor 
Hon. Joseph Martin has the slightest re- 
gard for constitutional methods. It 
shows that in order to form a govern- 
ment two men were given offices al- 
though it was well known that neither 
had any chance of securing the approval 
of the electors. The Dominion govern- 
ment insisted on the council being filled, 
and an early appeal made to the electors. 
Beebe and Ryder were then used as 
warmink pans for others who did not 
find it convenient to join the cabinet. As 
n writer in the News- Advertiser very 
forcibly puts it: "The assent of three 
parties will be necessary to the accom- 
plishment of what is nothing more or less 
than an outrage on constitutional gov- 
ernment and on the people of British 
Columbia. The first of these is no less 
a personage than the Lieutenant-Gover- 
nor, who would thereby tacitly admit 
that he knew that these appointments 
were merely shams, made to prevent in- 
terference from Ottawa. The second par- 
ty to the scheme is the Premier, who by 
his actions litis placed the Lieutenant- 
Governor in a position happily without 
precedent in the history of Canada. The 
third parties, to tlie scandalous bargain 
will be the gentlemen who are to take 
the places now occupied by Messrs. Bee- 
be and Ryder. The jiublic will not hesi- 
tate to regard, the prospective ministers 
as participes criminis — for it is nothing 
else. By acceptance of office they will 
aid and abet a course which is an out- 
rage on the constitution; a scandal on 
the province; a fraud on the federal au- 
thorities; a deliberate violation of the 
rights of tho electors. No sophistries or 
Jesuitical arguments can brush this 
aside. By aiding an unscrupulous pre- 
mier to complete the scheme laid out 
when he put two dummies into office, 
they must be regarded by tho public (is 
just as culpable as he is and to have as 
summary justice administered to them 
when the opportunity comes nt the polls. 
It is not surprising under such circum- 
stances we hear already of hesitancy on 
the part of investors; of the commence- 
ment of enterprises— previously nrrnnged 
— being postponed until tho results of tho 
elections are known." — Greenwood 
Times.

Candidates in tlie Constituencies on Low- 
er 'Mainland. 

In Dowdney, the Premier has a cham- 
pion in the person of Mr. Whetham, 
whose first essay in the political field 
there was a self-willed intrusion which 
crowded out tlie old and tried friend of 
the constituency, Mr. Sword, thus mak- 
ing easier the path of Mr. R. McBride, 
who, by a term in tlie legislature, has 
so establifihed himself in public confi- 
dence thnu an emphatic eudorsation by 
the electors of Dewtiuey is looked upon 
aB a foregone conclusion. 

The riding of Chilliwaek presents an 
outlook similarly hopeful. Mr. Georg;'- 
Ashwell, a leading merchant nnd old 
resident, (represents the united opposition: 
while idioso disposed to take stock in the 
Preixli( ; r'» propaganda seem irreconcil- 
ably divHed between A. S. Ve<lder, who 
accepts !^r. Martin nnd all hw works, 
ami Mr. C. TV". Muuro, the late member, 
who subscribes to the promise of works 
only, and repudiates Martin, the man. 
As under normal conditions Chilliwaek 
would be a close constituency for two 
candidates, it is obvious that, with the 
split in the Martin ranks. Mr. Ashwell's 
prospects are of the brightest. 

In Richmond, Mr. Martin so far lacks 
a champion, Mr. Kidd's good House lead- 
ing him to resist the persistent flirta- 
tions of the Premier. In fact, after Mr.

Mr. Berry settled in the district at com- 
paratively recent date, but he has rap- 
idly come to the front, and with a wide 
connection us a merchant and farmer he 
has made for himself a host of friends. 
Mr. Berry had made a reputation ns an 
energetic, progressive business man, and 
could usefully serve Delta in the legis- 
lature.— West minster Columbian.

Stirring Speeches Delivered by 
the Opposition Candidates 
Last Evening. 



Messrs. Turner arad McPhllllps 
Explain In Regard to 
Party Lines. 



.Kuirall'e hall, Victoria West,, was well 
lilled yesterday evening on the occasion 
•of a, public meeting called in the interest 
•of the -Opposition candidates to discuss 
the. political issues of. 4he day. Splendid 
and convincing addresses were delivered 
by Messrs. Mel'hillips, Helmcken, Hall 
and .'Xuruer, the four candidates, and 
Clive Phiilips-Wolloy -nnd Itev. Mr, Bar- 
ber, .air. Martin's platform, his unsavory 
record und his poppycock promises un- 
derwent a severe bombardment from the 
Maxim guns of logic dn the bands of -the 
various speakers, .and the audience left 
convinced that Mr.. Martin and his .gov- 
ernment are not wanted in British Col- 
umbia. 

Richard Russell, who was voted to the 
chair r said it gav« liini great pleasure to 
.preside over the important meeting. The 
object of the meeting, as he understood 
_it, was to this effect: The Liberals Jiad 
got into power, but had not stayed there 
long. .They had issued a writ and .asked 
for some one to extricate them from their 
perilous position. 

A. E. McPhillips first addressed 
..the meeting. Though suffering from nn 
.attack of la grippe, he would endeavor 
.to . do lite best to ^xjeJaiu the issues of 
the dayy The principal issue was one of 
'ppposition to Hon. Joseph Martin. (Hear, 
Lear.) This situation was owing to .the 
wrongful exercise of judgment on the 
part of His Honor the Lieutenant-Gov- 
ernor. He called in a gentleman who 
•dixljiot etyoy the confidence of a .single 
member of the legislature. That gen- 
tleman's career there was ample evidence 
that he is not one to merit the confidence 
•of the people. That .gentleman refers 
with pride to the legislation of lSUi). 
Take the alien exclusion law. The act 
was passed, hut it was .proved that that 
net ,.was not conceived .rightly, and he, 
from the opposition benches, asked that, 
the .act should bo repealed, aad in that 
he was hacked up bv the whole of the 
opposition. But thfi .Speaker ruled 
against him, introducing a statute of 
that Jiind. But he placed, upon the ques- 
tion hoard a paper asking if it was the 
intention of the government to repeal 
that, act Therefore it was shown, it had 
became n matter of policy of the Martin 
administration, .greatly to \thfi detriment 
of the country. The development in the 
Atlin .country c'ould have . been very 
great, but it was immediately checked. 
Steamers were withdrawn' from the 
Northern .route, showing the [tremendous 
falling off of trjide. Then, .can Hon. 
.losepii .Martin say that the legislation of 
that session was .for the bane/it of the 
country.? The government .was plainly 
.unwilling .to repeal an act decidedly not 
Jn the interests of ;the province. 

Taking „u> the policy of the .fSemlin- 
.'Martiu .government, .v, hat do we , see? It 
.Was n poXwy of repudiation, as .witness 
the cancellation of ,the charter ;U> the 
Victoria, Vancouver «& Eastern jrttilway, 
.'is .also wns the case in regard to the 
Asb croft railway. Tbis- latter .rjubvay 
was all fimw<jad and no less a personage 
than a director of the jftauk of .England 



common sonso'-to these fellows who came 
lo their offices at 11:80, went to luncheon 
at 12. catne : back at 3:30, and closed for 
the day at 4. The farmers had more 
sound sense and he would appeal to 
them." 

But he would not condemn him alone, 
Mr. Bodwell, a gentleman with whom he 
did not agree politically had said Mr. 
Martin was a man in whom he had no 
coulidence. Mr. Bodwell was handed the 
opinions of Messrs. Osier and Robinson 
in regard to the question of the land 
grants of the Crow's Nest Pass railway, 
and he "had said that it was clearly 
shown (that the hind grant was earned. 
But Mr. Martin ignored this opinion. His 
whole career had been one of mistakes. 
The whole of last session bad been de- 
voted to the remedying of mistakes. 

Dealing with the question of disallow- 
ance, when be chuirgcd the government 
with .inconsistency ia the anti-Asiatic 
clauses, he did so thinking it useless for 
the government to enact measures which 
would be useless. Were it not for the 
good, judgment of the federal authorities 
these acts would have been all disallow- 
ed. He had before him the opinion of 
the minister of justice, lion. David Mills, 
on if he question of disallowance. It was 
as follows: 

'^Inasmuch, however, as certain statutes 
of lirltlsh Columbia were disallowed In 
ISO!) on account of provisions attempting 
to render illegal the employment of Japa- 
nese,; and as certain other statutes will, .if 
this report be approved, soon *e disallowed 
for the same reason, the undersigned eon- 
eidcrs that by the time of another session 
of .the legislature It will lie -safe to held 
that the views of Her Majesty's govern- 
ment and of this government .with regard to 
anti-Japanese legislation are generally and 
sufficiently understood In British Columbia, 
and, therefore. It may well be considered. 
In aase of this objectionable section appear- 
ing Iin future acts of incorporation or nets 
affecting private companies, that these 
companies' aets ought not to have excep- 
tional treatment, 

"Hue applicants m«y Tie 'held to'havc-ob- 
talned the legislation at their own risk, 
and persons dealing with corporations In- 
corporated by charters attempting to ' im- 
pose disabilities upon aliens may also be 
held to hnve acted with notice of the vi;ws 
en.t9rie.ined by Your Eacs'leney's ;goYern- 
ment and of the action which would pro- 
bably be taken with respect to such meas- 
ures. 

"For these reasons, and the reasons 
stated In previous correspondence ulU i im- 
ports the undersigned recommends (he -dis- 
allowance of said ehnptors UP, 41, ana -Hi, 
and that the other chapters above mention- 
ed to 'to left to their own operation. 

"The undersigned in the same 'report 
referred to chapter 50, -'Mi Act to Amend 
the SRlacer Mining Act." 

"That act hns also been the subject of a 
special report of the undersigned, Bnttfd 
12th January, 1000, approved by Your Ex- 
cellency on the 10th February. 

"fly 'the last mentioned report the unfler- 
slgtiofl eiK out Ihe reasons on account of 
which 'he considered that The statute was 
ultra -vires and ought to be disallowed. 
This report In pursuance of the recommen- 
dation of ' the undersigned lias been com- 
municated • to the provincial " authorities, 
and tbere has Just been referred to the 
undersigned a despatch or the Lieutenant- 
Governor of British Columbia, daled 7lh 
Instant, transmitting copy of an approved 
minute of the executive council of the 
province, tinted Oth Instant, adopting the 
report of the provincial attorney-general 
upon the comumlention of Your Excellency's 
[government. "The Attorney-Genera! states 
in his report that he differs from the view 
•of the undersigned as to the authority of 
*ho legislature to pass the statute In ques- 
tion both so 'far ns aliens are concerned 
and as to 'incorporated companies. He 
mates, however, (that at Ihe recent session 
of the legislative assembly it was practi- 
cally the ansnlmeuu opinion of the members 
that it was aflvhmVlo to repeal the Placer 
Mining Amendment Act, 18!)!). that the 
prer.ent government vt the province announ- 
ced as part of Its policy nn Intention to 
repeal the saUl statute, and that It Is al- 
>W.l!cr probable that: the statute will be 
repealed no matter .who may constitute the 
govern! men t when the next session of the 
legislative assembly -bikes place. The At- 
torney-General sufTKests, however, the ex- 
pediency of allowing the statute to retrain 
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The result has been that since. 1899 we 
have not had one mile of rail way built 
in British Columbia, because, financial 
men were of the opinion that they did 
not know. at what moment the acts would 
be disallowed. 

As regards the Placer Mining Act— 
the Alien Exclusion Act— we see that 
the province is relieved of the responsi- 
bility of repealing that ac't— the federal 
authorities hud taker, the mutter out of 
his hands. 

Regarding the eiclusioji of Asiatic 
labor, Canada bad disall owed the acts 
prohibiting immigration^ because the 
federal government oelierved tout they 
should be permitted t o come to our 
shores. The Imperial policy required 
that the nets should be disallowed, iand 
therefore we could not isay that the fed- 
eral government vas in. favor of the in- 
troduction of Chinese and Japanese; but 
if the federal s ove rnanent was made 
■aware of all the faotfi, they would see 
that it was decidedly contrary to the in- 
terests of the province that tbe tide of 
Oriental immigration should con- 
tinue. It was his opifnion that this was 
the proper step to tnJto in the matter— 
impress upon the federal government 
that we have a. distinct grievance and 
it must he remedied. But how ridi- 
culously Mr. 'Martlu talked about .enact- 
ing anil re-euactiiig this legislation. 
Nothing wonld bo accomplished. But he 
was satisfied Sie had struck the wrong 
country to practise his charlatanry. 

A feature of Mr. Martin's platform 
was the Torreas law. He goes around 
the country wcying he is responsible for 
the enactment of that law: lint he had 
taken no *tep3 to bring it into effect. 
He could have done so at any time. 
Sir Henry Crease was really responsible 
for the enactment of flint act. the prin- 
ciples of which have been in force here 
for over 35 years. The act has worked 
well. It is .a mntter of pride for British 
Columbia to think that in the early days 
it had put in pructice a law which hud 
worked so 17611. 

Then Mr. Martin talks about the aboli- 
tion of the fee of for candidates to 
the legislature. It is strange we never 
heard of Mr. Martin taking any action 
in this direction before. He had many 
nn opportunity of doing so, and he would 
have had the support of the speaker had 
he chosen to do so. Ho could, unlike a 
private member, have made it law. 

Mr. Martin says he approves of the 
action of the Lieutenant-Governor. Any 
man who wonld do so would meet with 
the derision of tbe people of British Col- 
umbia. We bad fought long for the old 
Hag and constitutional privileges, but we 
shall proclaim in no uncertain way that 
his usefulness is gone; and when his 
usefulness is gone, sj also is that of the 
Hon. .Joseph Martin. 

Mr. Richard Hall next, took the plat- 
form amidst great applause. It was, he 
said, only a short time since the opposi- 
tion candidates were before the people. 
He thanked them Cor the sup- 
port tendered on that occasion. The 
people of Victoria West were noted for 
fair play. The time since he was before 
them on the previous occasion was very 
short, but he regretted that the province 
was not in the same prosperous condi- 
tion. Tlie depression may be attributed 
to the reckless legislation introduced by 
'Hon. Joseph Martin and his colleagues. 
The province was like a joint stock com- 
pany, and the representatives in the 
•house were in the position of directors, 
■and they should as shareholders have an 
interest in the country. The gentleman 
tit present at the head of affairs had no! 
interest in the country, and could take I 
up his carpet bag at .any time and get! 
out. of the country. (Hear, hear.) lie: 
stands before you as a martyr— that he' 
is being imposed upon, and that he is I 
working in the people's interest. He 
was responsible for the alien bill. He 
was inot very familiar with the Torrens 
bill, but he would like to know why the 
laws of the province which had existed 
for 20 -years should be disturbed. In re- 
gard to the Mongolian labor quostion, he 
thought one way to overcome the evil 
was to jutdhibit the employment of Mon- 
golians on .public works. One important 
plank in Mr. Martin's platform wan the 
proposal for (the government ownership 
of railways. This was » fine scheme, 
hut we should .not put all our eggs an one 
basket— there were other projects of n 
public character which require attention, 
and if we are going to put all we have in 
the Coast-Kootenny road, how can we 
belp the others? ;if he were returned he 
would do all in his power to secure the 
'building of the ma.vy necessary railroads. 
'He closed by hoping that the result on 
the Oth of June ivould show- that the 
confidence of the elejtUirs had not dimin- i 
i4iod. i 

H. D. Helnicken. Q.C., the next speak- 
er, came forward amidst great applause. 
It was a matter of pride on his part that I 
in ,.1899 ut the bye-election the three!

— the Mongolian rjtrestion; an i so far the 
province bad a little the worst of. The 
federal titthoritieE were disallowing our 
acts in accordance with the wishes of the 
Imperial authorities. But there was no 
.particular credit attaching to Mr. Mar- 
tin for .those atr.s against Asiatic labor. 
The •matter had been tasted before by 
the Privy Council, and .mow- on top of 
that we have the request of the Imperial 
authorities. But what .does Mr. Martin 
do? He says ho will hammer away n± 
them until the legislation is granted. He 
would rointro-Juce the 'disallowed meas- 
ure. We could do the same. But 
of what avail would tih'is course be if the 
Dominion government should go to work 
and disallow it ngainS What we should 
■do is agitate, and in the long run we 
wonld gain the sympathies of our 
friends in the East. Clearly it was not 
in the interest of the country that su< ; h 
it .number' of Asiatics should come in. If 
they were- going to Eastern Canada w ; e 
should soon hear a Showl of protest. We 
-got no good from those people. He read 
an extract from the London Times us 
follows: 

"The consular report, giving the retnrns 
of the foreign trade of Japan for the year 
'1809, says: 

"Foreigners are debarred from the owner- 
ship of rreal estate In Japan. The Tokto 
Chamber of Commerce and other associa- 
tions have expressed themselves In favor of 
the concession ' being made, but there is 
hardly any. prospect that the rlcbt of own- 
ing land will In the Immediate future be 
granted to other than Japanese subjects. 
Aliens have consequently to be content 
with ncqulrlng^'jlghts of superficies' over 
jund, nvhlt ij -for (.whatever period procura- 
ble cannot be regarded as a satisfactory 
substitute for ownership. Yet It would 
appear that 'Juridical persons' that Is, as- 
sociations or partnerships composed of 
foreigners and constituted conformably to 
Japanese law, may acquire the right to own 
land. 

"Xo foreigner Is allowed to engage In 
the -mining industry, or to bo a holder of 
shares In mining undertakings. It was 
1iopcd that the. amendment of the mining 
law, which came before the diet at Its 
present -session, would remove this disa- 
bility, lint the. intendment turned out to be 
merely of a technical nature and to have 
no reference to ? foreigners nt nil. Since 
then the house of representatives has adopt- 
ed n representation in favor of granting to 
•juridical persons,' of which foreigners 
may be members, the iit,'ht to engage In 
mining enterprise In Japan. The proposal 
was subsequently endorsed by the house 
of aeexs." 

Now are the Japs to be allowed all the 
privileges in our country and ship us in 
the face in their own? He was decided- 
ly opposed to 'that. We may or may 
not have the power, but we must be 
thoroughly honest and take advantage of 
every possible course to discourage this 
immigration, so that the Imperial author- 
ities would see how serious we were in 
the matter. Why should not we move 
in the direction of petitioning Her 
Majesty. He had made a move in this 
direction, hut his efforts wen. always 
bucked by the government. He had 
worked for the introduction of legislation 
based on the Natul Act. hut his motion 
was voted down. What he wanted to 
make clear was that the present gov- 
ernment could not take the credit of in- 
troducing the anti-Mongolian legislation. 

Taking up the matter of the Sougliees 
Indian reserve, Mr. Helmcken said the 
trouble bus been the .question lias never 
been tackled in a .proper system. Col. 
Baker had suggested the Indians should 
be taken into the coulidence of the gov- 
ernment and dealt with fairly. This was 
a good move. But it was absolutely ne- 
cessary that the reserve he placed under 
proper supervision at once. But nothing 
bad been done. He rend the following, 
which had been furnished to him by Col. 
Prior, M.P.: 

Extract from a report to the committee of 
the Honorable ihe Privy Council, approv- 
ed by His Excellency on the Oth August, 
1SO0. 

"The committee of the Privy Council 
have had under consideration a despatch, 
hereto attached, dated 13th March, 181)9, 
from the Lieutenant-Governor of British Co. 
lumbla, transmitting nn approved minute 
of his executive council which embodies a 
resolution passed nt the present session of 
the legislature of that province, represent- 
ing the desirability of early consideration 
being given to the removal of the Indians 
from the Bonghees reserve. 

"The superintendent general of Indinn af- 
fairs to whom • the mutter was referred, 
states that on the 13th July, 1800, there was 
transmitted to the Lieutenant-Governor of 
lirltlsh Columbia a copy of an approved 
minute of the privy, council embodying 
the views of your Excellency's government 
In regard to tbe proposed removal of the 
Indians,. That minute summarized the 
negotiations between the provincial govern- 
ment and Mr. J. A. J. McKennn who was 
commissioned by order-ln-councl! of the 15th 
July, 1807, to conier with the provincial, 
government on the subject of the removal 
of the Indians,, and referred to the fact 
Hint on the liith December, 1897, the su- 
perintendent general of Indian affairs ad- 
vised the premier of British Columbia that 
he had- concluded that the second, proposal 
submitted by Mr. McKennn was the fairest 
thnt couh! be made, and provided the most 
effective nu'uns of removing the India. us; 



for. If accepted, it would admit of a speedy 
and .satisfactory settlement 'of .this long 
standing question without the province 
being called 'upon to relinquish any right or 
give up any asset while nt the same time 
pvqnerly protecting the rights of the In- 
dians. 

•The minister further States that the pro- 
pe?<ir referred to Is embodied' In -a communi- 
cation addressed by Mr. McKennn to the 
Honorable J. H. Turnec, and dated nt Vic- 
toria on the 18th September, 1897. It 
Ik as 'follows: 

" "On the provincial government passing 
an order-in-council concurring, without 
prejudice to' the clalmstif eltncr; government 
to 'Indian reserves In the proviuoe, In the 
•disposal' by the Dominion of the Songhees 
reserve, the Dominion government will 
agree to secure within two years from the 
date of the said order the removal of the 
Indians and to fund for their benefit, sub- 
ject to the laws of the' Dominion in respect 
to Indian trust funds, the proceeds de- 
rived from the sale of the land comprised 
In" the Songhees reserve, less such amount 
ne'imay be expended .in procurlnrr a new 
location and effecting the removal and 
rehabilitation of the Indians and the dis- 
posing of the lnnd In the present reserve.' 

"And In the same communication Mr. Mc- 
Kennn- pointed out thnt the' provincial gov- 
ernment's claim to the reversionary right 
In the land should 'not stum! In the way of 
acceptance of this proposal, and that 
government would hnve as good n claim to 
a reversionary right in the •capitalized r r<>- 
iceeds of the sale of the lnnd as it could 
have in the land itself. 

"The minister recommends ns ho Is con- 
vinced that Mr. McKenna's -proposal Is the 
fairest and most 'feasible that could be 
made, that the JLIeutennnt-Gove'rnor of 
British Columbia be advised In reply to 
his despatch of the 13th March, 1S99, 'that 
Y'our Excellency's government is prepared 
to act upon It ns soon ns -the government 
of British Columbia signifies its acceptance 
of the offer. 

"The committee submit the same to your 
Excellency's approval.

JNo steji has been taken by the prov- 
ince to set the ball rolling; but it was 
a shatter of paramount importance to the 
people of Victoria West. There ought to 
be a park there, and the question of 
bridges was an important one. 

.Mr. Martin 'boasted thnt ho was going 
to protect the rights of the workingmnn 
against the grasping monopolist. Now, 
referring to settlers' claims in the matter 
of the E. & X. grant, he did not see any 
evidence of a disposition on the part of 
the government to make a move in this 
direction. A thorough inquiry should be 
held, and if the settlers' claims are good 
they should get the land. But amidst 
all the flourish of trumpets, there was no 
word from Mr. Martin. 

In conclusion, Mr. Helmcken said there 
was apparently an attempt to discredit 
the four opposition candidates in the city. 
They wore aiming at the overthrow of 
the Martin government, and as far as 
they were scheming for the benefit of any 
other party, it was false. The condi- 
tions were such as to demand united ac- 
tion on the part of everybody. The peo- 
ple should arise in their might and assist 
in the downfall of the present adminis- 
tration. 

Kev. W. D. Barber would not like to 
take part in eleetions, but he could say 
one thing, from his point of view, people 
who are prominent in public life should 
have a good moral character. It is a 
very sad thing for a country when pub- 1 
lie men are not. compelled to he of good j 
moral Character. He did not think it I 
right that men "who took more than was 
good for them" should come forward and 
ask unblushlngly for the support of the 
electorate. The province should not be 
represented by such a person. (Loud ap- 
plause.) 

Captain Clivo Phillipps-WoUey, the 
next speaker was greeted with loud ap- 
plause. Mr. McPhillips' best point, in 
his estimation, was his allusion to Mr. 
Martin's unselfishness. Mr. Martin 
could make more money at law, but he 
was quite willing to serve for the good 
of the country. But Mr. Martin's plat- 
form was plainly speaking, a piece of 
poppy-cock. The speaker made a brief 
reference to Mr. Martin's railway pol- 
icy, advancing arguments in support of 
Mr, Turner's arguments on this point. 
In reference to the eight-hour law, the 
closing down of the mines in the Koot- 
enay country spoke eloquently of the ill- 
effects of that measure. Mr. Martin 
snys it ceases to bo a live issue because 
he had left capital and labor to get to- 
gether to settle the question, and they 
had done so. But why had they not 
been left clone from the lirst? (Ap- 
plause.) 

And the point Mr. Martin made wns that 
he would arrange to give us good roads, 
trails nnd bridges. Now would not Mr. 
Turner hnve given us nil of these If wo 
wanted to pay for litem? But for Martin's 
platform did not matter so much as the 
man himself— Mr. Martin. Thnt gentle- 
man's platform Is his cheek nnd his sig- 
nature is no good. Credit Is made up of 
two things, the standing of the creditor 
nnd the Stnnding of his sponsors. Mr. 
Martin's record is obviously no good, and 
In regard to his sponsors we can see that 
Sir Wilfrid Laurler. Mr. Herbert Bostock. 
M. P., E. V. Bodwell, Q. C, have all gone 
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bacJc on him. The best Mr. Martin can 
get .Is a letter from the federal premier 
refusing to support him. All were unani- 
mous In condemning blm. it was quite 
certain he was not an utile man us hud 
been alleged. He did not possess the 
power of a leader— the ability to hold men 
together. Ills record is the record of a 
wrecker. If Martin was such a powerful 
factor In Manitoba, why did he come west? 
Then again, a leader must have tact. Mr. 
Martin did not possess this quality. He, 
the-speaker, hud personal experience of this. 
At n meeting in Chemalnus, Mr. Martin 
had attacked Lord Strathconn as a man 
who had stolen from the people In amas- 
sTng'nis great riches. Whatever the merits 
of the case it was not a piece of wisdom 
to attack Lord Strathcona nt this time. 
(Applause.) He was glad to see that a 
number of Mr. Martin's future const'tucnts 
were present at the meeting. He noticed 
a number of dogs prowling about; (laughter) 
Martin was going to the dogs and we must 
help him there. (Renewed laughter und 
anfilause.) 

Though the hour was late, Mr. Turner 
was heartily cheered on coming forward, 
It was the third time he hud had the 
pleasure of speaking under the presidency 
of the chairman, Mr. Russell, and he con- 
gratulated that gentleman on his hearty' 
appearance. He had just returned from up 
country, nnd he was struck with the fact 
tint the government wns not so strong as 
Its supporters professed It was. In sup- 
port of thnt statement he might mntlon 
tlie Vanoouver World. That paper wns not 
presenting matters very fairly. After the 
meeting In the A. O. U. W. hall nt which 
he and the other opposition candidates Lad 
spoken, the World contained a very hug 
editorial article combating the argu- 
ments used by Mr. Helmcken and 
himself. Then In a subsequent ar- 
ticle the World came out and said none 
of the opposition candidates nnd the cou- 
rage to come out und attack Mr. Martin's 
policy! He could not understand this atti- 
tude on the part of the World. Perhaps 
It was a mistake, and If so, It was only 
acting In line with the government whose 
record wns made tp of mistakes. So grnve 
were their mistakes that the whole of the 
late session was broken uj In remedying 
the legislation passed the |irevl>is ptsslon. 
But the country is now suffering from tie 
effects of that bad legislation. I". Vi itln 
Is the able man he Is said o be, how is It 
thnt he bus made such mistakes? He had 
eon at fault in the matter of the royalty 
n the Crow's Nest coal lands, In his se- 
sction of his ministers, In his railway 
policy— the largest mistake of all. All 
these points were elaborated by the speaker 
by sound, pithy arguments. Mr. Turner 
i-ns surprised to see that noti-.-e hod been 
Ivcn of a meeting for the purpose of P.omi- 
utlng candidates In Victoria opposed to the 
overnment, and the four candidates at 
resent in the Held were invited to he pre- 
ent. He thought this move a very pe- 
culiar one. The four candidates, Mr. Helm- 
cken, Mr. Hull, Mr. McPhllllps and himself, 
were nominated at a large and representa- 
tive convention. They had appeared before 
the public as candidates; ten days had 
elapsed, and yet another nominating con- 
vention Is called. Himself and colleagues 
were elected! on a previous c ccasloh by 
electors of all shades of politics and they 
occupied the same position to day ns they 
did then. Party lines hud not been adopt- 
ed. It had been said there was a possi- 
bility of the three Conservatives on the 
ticket striving to bring about party lines 
after the eleclons. Speakfng for himself, 
he could any he had never thought of such 
a -thing. He nnd his colleagues were work- 
ing for the benefit of tlie whole province 
Irrespective of party. Mr. Turner closed 
a very convincing address by a reference 
to the policy which he thought ought to be 
adopted In the Interests of the country. 

Mr. McPhllllps desired It to be understood 
thnt If elected he would consider his lirst 
duty should be to strive for the defeat of 
Mr. Martin. But after that hud been ac- 
complished he could not suy what might 
eventuate, ne was a Conservative nnd as 
all knew, If favor of party lines. But he 
wanted to be free to Join any party In com- 
bination for the overthrow of the present 
government. 

Mr. Turner hoped he was not misunder- 
stood, and In a word of explanation he made 
It clcnr that wlillo party lines had not been 
drawn at present, only the future could tell 
what complexion the next house would 
assume; 

The meeting then adjourned with u vote 
of thahk's to the chairman.

VACCINE MAKERS 



How the Glycerlnated Article Is 
Manufactured 3n 
Montreal. 



Glycerinutcd vaccine, a vaccine which 
is absolutely pure and to which medical 
science, both in Europe and this con- 
tinent, has given its highest approval, is 
now manufactured in this city, says the 
Montreal Star. The members of the 
hygiene committee, whose chairman is 
'Aid. Ames, visited on Saturday the new 
vaccine institute or farm, which is situ- 
ated on Mount Royal avenue, just at 
the head of Bleury. The farm is oper- 
ated by well known physicians who have 
given years of their lives to the study of 
the production of pure vaccine. Both 
the legislature and the corporation have 
been approached for grants to the insti- 
tute, and it is said that money will be 
given. The new vaccine, known us g\y- 
cerinated vaccine, as explained to the 
members of the hygiene committee on 
Saturday, is very much different to the 
old vaccine, which was put on points 
and exposed to the air for weeks or 
mouths till it was necessary to use it. 
The new vaccine, which is manufactur- 
ed with glycerine, is hermetically sealed 
in small glass tubes, not much thicker 
thnn a knitting needle, and is thus kept 
pure until it is used. As it ; s kept from 
the air there is not the slightest danger 
of it becoming contaminated and dan- 
gerous to a patient. The reason of the 
use of glycerine in the vaccine is that 
tests have proved that it keeps the vac- 
cine perfectly pure, destroying any for- 
eign microbes that perchance might get 
in the vaccine, but not being dangerous 
to the vaccine microbe. As purity in 
vaccine above all things is the one thing 
necessary, the great value of the glycer- 
ine ingredient will readily be under- 
stood. 

As is known, the old vaccine points 
■were always dry when used, while gly- 
cerinnted vaccine, kept as stated in 
minute glass tubes, is in liquid form and 
is always in a liquid state when used. 
During the inspection of the glyceriuated 
vaccine on Saturday, Aid. Ames was so 
much struck with its absolute purity 
that he divested himself of his coat, 
rolled up his shirt sleeves and was vac- 
cinated on the spot. 

The institute building is two stories 
high. The lower storey is divided into 
seven rooms, each used for a special 
operation in the manufacture of the vac- 
cine. The first room is a preparatory 
apartment, where the Bubject is put in 
readiness for inoculation. The heifer to 
be inoculated is here examined, weighed, 
clipped and washed with an antiseptic 
solution. This being done it passes into 
room No. 2, called the operating room. 
Here it is inoculated. Glass operating 
tables, instruments, solutions, etc., are 
the fixtures of this apartment. It gen- 
erally takes four or live days before the 
first results of the inoculation are seen. 
During this time the heifer is left in a 
sta~ble, unique of its kind. The stalls 
are made of galvanized iron. Nothing in 
this apartment can rust. Instead of be- 
ing tied by straps or ropes, the heifer's 
bead is introduced into what is called 
a calf-holder. It has free movement for 
eating and drinking, but it cannot get 
out. This is done so as to prevent the 
animal from licking itself. Four large 
windows give light to the stable, which 
is, besides, provided with good ventila- 
tion. 

The third room is the collection room. 
When the inoculation has done its work, 
generally on the fifth day, small fistulas 
form on the skin of the heifer. On open- 
ing these a small matter called lymph is 
found secreted. This lymph is what 
makes the vaccine. When placed on 
points and let dry, it is called dry vac- 
cine, if mixed with glycerine it is called 
glycerlnated vaccine. 

The fourth room is called the sterili- 
sation room. There the milk of the 
heifers is prepared. Besides this, in this 
room also are kept the bottles, tubes, 
points, aprons, etc., of the operators. 

The fifth room is the bacteriologists 
laboratory . Here the lymph is mixed 
with the glycerine, Every precautionary 
measure is taken to prevent any infec- 



tion whatever. The walls are all of en- 
amelled steel. The natures of this room 
are machinery for grinding- the vaccine 
and mixing it with the glycerine; micro- 
scopes and other accessories. 

The sixth apartment is reserved ex- 
clusively for the directors, and the sev- 
enth is the general waiting' room. 

The second storey comprises a. common 
room and the personnel and private 
rooms for the employees. 

In the rear of the building proper is a 
commodious yard, at the end of which 
are stables where the calves are cared 
for both after and before inoculation. 

Following is the personnel of the vac- 
cine institute: Dr. Gaspard Arehnm- 
bault and Dr. Joseph Lcduc, directors 
and operators; Dr. Pierre Bednrd, bac- 
teriologist; Dr. Louis Loduc, assistant 
operator; and G. A. Arckambault, labor- 
atory nssistant. 

Glyccrinated vaccine, with the advan- 
tages claimed for it. will not be more ex- 
pensive than the dry vaccine. Dry vac- 
cine is sold ten points for $1, and the 
glyceriuated vaccine will be sold one 
tube for ten vaccinations for $1, or 50 
vaccinations for $3. At present the only 
manufactory of vaccine in the province 
is in Quebec, under the charge of Dr. 
Gauvrcnur. 

After the inspection of the institute 
the members of the hygiene committee 
expressed themselves as thoroughly 
pleased with what they had seen, and 
the outlook is that the city will help to 
maintain the institute, provided it is 
placed under civic supervision.

THE FAMINE IN INDIA. 

Sir: With a view to arousing the ever 
willing citizens of Victoria, permit me to 
place before you a few facts relating to 
the famine sufferers of India. It is es- 
timated that there are 80,000.000 suffer- 
ers in India. The New York Christian 
Herald, which is Tailing funds to re- 
lieve the famine, states as follows; 
"Every time the clock strikes the hour it 
tolls the death knell of at least 500 vic- 
tims in India who have died for want of 
a crust. The cable operates quickly and 
your contribution to-day may save scores, 
hundreds, yes, thousands, of lives to- 
morrow. How many lives will you save'.' 
Two cents a day will support one life. 
One dollar will save a life for two 
mouths. Two dollars will save a life 
until the harvest. Five dollars will save 
a man, wife and child until the next 
crop is gathered. Ten dollars will save 
a whole family from death. Twenty 
dollars will save ten liven for four 
months. Twenty-live dollars will save 
them and afford them the comfort of 
blankets during the rainy and cold sea- 
son. Fifty dollars will save live families. 
One hundred dollars will save a small 
community." 

Another paper static: "The rescue of 
these lives is simply a mutter of money. 
There is food enough in India. All that 
is necessary is the means of buying it." 

According to Prof. Washburn Hopkins, 
of Yale University, who in 1807 made a 
study of the famine then prevailing in 
India, the need in India is not for ad- 
ditional provisions, hut additional money. 
He writes: "There is no luck of grain, 
there is no scarcity of supply. Why then 
arc the peasants starving'.' For the plain- 
est reason, because they have no money 
to buy this grain. It is held by mer- 
chants, who have enough for the 
multitude, but will not give it away; nor 
may the government compel them to do 
so or connive at looting it. If any char- 
itable folk will belli the natives of India, 
and great indeed is their need, let them 
cable money, not send coin." 

So far as known, Victoria has not con- 
tributed to thejrelief of India's famine- 
stricken people, and it is ernestly hoped 
that everyone will do their best to assist 
in this great charity. It is suggested that 
something lie done as soon as possible to 
raise funds, either by entertainments or 
otherwise. Up to the present, Victorians 
have willingly lent a helping hand to 
charitable objects, and they should not 
now fail to appreciate the grout nerd of 
t'nmino-sM'ieken India.

From Our Own Correspondent. 

Ottawa, May 10.— The budgot debate, 
which closed on Thursday evening, has 
boon in progress since March 2.'?, the dis- 
cussion centring chiefly on the subject of 
preferential trade, and in which the 
views of the two political parties were 
sharply defined. The Conservatives 
stand for a preference which will be of 
mutual advantage to all the .parties in 
the compact. The Liberals insist upon 
.giving Great Britain a preference in this 
market for nothing, and as under the ex- 
isting arrangements only 2Ti per cent, of 
British labor or material 'has to bo in- 
volved in the British goods, so-called, to 
entitle them to the preference of 33 1-3, 
the government's policy really means that 
the cheap labor of Cautiuuntal Europe ia 
getting this preference in the Dominion, 
to the detriment of the Canadian work- 
ingman. This will be the issue between 
the two parties at the coming general 
election, and is oue on which the Con- 
servatives stand on sure ground. 

A return brought down this week 
shows that from the list of June, 1808, 
to the 31st June, 1S01J, sixty-three mails 
were sent out from Victoria to Dawson, 
but by the mismanagement of the postal 
department and the failure to facilitate 
the progress of the letter bags when they 
arrived in Dawsou, it was in a collective 
form, the total arrivals there being only 
nineteen. There wore thirty-two mails 
sent from Victoria to Dawson during; 
that period, witli twenty-live arrivals. 
. The attempt of the Dominion gov- 
ernment to apply the spoils system to the 
granting of commissions in the British 
army to Canadian olllccrs, was promptly 
frustrated by the Home government. The 
original offer of 41 commissions came on 
March 20, candidates to "selected by 
your coining Imperial olllcer, command- 
ing the local forces." This intimation, 
excepting the latter clause, was convey- 
ed to the public in the shape of a militia 
order, and then suddenly Dr. Borden 
discovered that he .was not to have any 
hand in the matter, and the official noti- 
fication was withdrawn. The views of 
the government were embodied in u 
despatch of Lord Minto's, dated April 0, 
in which he says: "They (the ministers) 
submit, however, for the consideration of 
the Imperial authorities that the Im- 
perial ofllcer for the time being in com- 
mand of the militia of Canada is an olll- 
cer appointed by the. government of Can- 
ada and is, and necessarily must be, sub- 
ordinate to the Minister of Militia. My 
ministers observe that if it is the desire 
of the Imperial government that the gov- 
ernment of Canada should be in any way 
responsible for the nominations of stu- 
dents of the Royal Military College and 
gentlemen to these commissions, it is es- 
sential that they should be recommended 
by the minister at the head of the de- 
partment. They submit that the lniuis- 
er would as in other cases consult with 
his military advisers .and be largely 
guided by their advice, but the responsi- 
bility would rest on the minister, and 
therefore the minister and not his sub- 
ordinate should make the recommenda- 
tions to the Imperial authorities, even 
if, however, the Imperial authorities do 
not desire that the government of Can- 
ada should assume any responsibility 
with respect to these nominations, it be- 
comes a matter for serious considera- 
tion whether an olllcer holding the posi- 
tion ;u the department of Militia such as 
that of the G. O. C. should have handed 
over to him the selection of cadets of the 
Royal .Military College and other gen- 
tlemen of Canada for commissions in the 
Imperial army." On the 0th April the 
Colonial .Secretary sent the following to 
the Governor-General: 

"The candidates should be recommend- 
ed by you after consulting with your min- 
isters and Imperial otlleere. You should 
communicate to your ministers sugges- 
tion in your confidential despatch of the 
— -J tli ult as to board for wise selection of 
candidates, and lists should be submitted 
to you through your ministers with their 
recommendations, the responsibility for 
final selection remaining with you." On 
April 11 the Governor-General sent the 
following cable to Mr. Chamberlain: "Am 
forwarding by mail fourteen names of 
candidates for commission from Royal 
Military College approved by my govern- 
ment uud recommended by commandant. 
Prime Minister also accepts conditions of 
your cablegram of April 9th, except that 
my government prefers that recommenda- 
tions should rest entirely with me, as in 
case of nav.nl cadets, rather than that 
my government should recommend nub- 
ject to final ujmrovnl by me. Prime Min- 
ister promises official reply in above 
sense. I told Phime Minister I hoped 
Minister of Militia would agree to con- 
sult with me, .and that department of 
militia would assist me, and he agreed." 

The following is the proposal which 
Lord Minto had unade for the election 
of the 2-1 candidates, and Which plan is 
being carried out: "Would suggest that 
Lord Roberts be a-sked to send me per- 
sonally 24 names of candidates for com- 
ynission from among the officers and 
j-.rivntes of the Canadian corps, naming 
branch of service." On April IS thc- 
Gtvernor-General sent the following 
(kfipatch to the Colonial Secretary: 

"My ministers have a J ready rocem- 
mcnOi.ed all the cadets of the Itoya] MiJ- 
itnrv .College who are regarded by the 
Comiusndant as eligible. As 



prevail, and nominations should, be made 
by the Governor-General on tb.e advice of 
his council. The proposal t'nat appoint- 
ments should be made by t'ae board con- 
sisting of gentlemen who, hold office in 
the department of militiv. does not meet 
with tiuiir concurrence." 

On April 17 Mr. Clsrauiberlnin sent to 
the Governor-Genera,'; a dcii-ite state- 
ment of the views of the Home author- 
ities in the following words: 

Inform government Her Majesty's 
government desires to appoint on recom- 
mendation of Governor-General, but 
trust that Dominion government will 
jrive assistance -and advice. Confidential: 
Referring to your telegram 14th April, 
jiresume that you will communicate with 
Roberta dirtX'i." 

This closes the correspondence, and it 
shows the government in anything but 
an enviable light. 

The Standard Oil Company, the gigan 
tic octopus whose tentacles hnve fas 
tened era the Dominiou. litis received i 
staggering blow, but not sufficient t( 
knock it entirely out of the ring. This 
blow is in the shape of an important de 
liverauce by the railway committee of 
the privy council, confirmed by the 
Governor-General-in-Council, on the 
complaint against the railway rates on 
coal oil. It will be remembered that 
about a year and n half ago the railway 
companies reduced their tariff on coal oil 
from Sarnia and Petrolea to Montreal 
and other points East which were open 
to competition by water. The rate orig- 
inally charged from Snrnia was 35 cents 
per 100 pounds in oil, but after the 
Standard company had acquired the re- 
fineries at Petrolea and had re-estab- 
lished the business of refining at Sarnia. 
they prevailed upon the railway com- 
panies to reduce the rate to between 20 
and 21 cents. The .eason assigned f 
this was that the Standard company was 
contemplating putting on tank steamer 
for the carriage of oil to Montreal and 
other points accessible by water. A 
the same time the railway companie 
raised the rate from Table Rock. Sus 
pension Bridge, and other points in th 
United States to Montreal and other ceil 
ties in Canada from 23 to 35 ceut! 
They justified their action in doing thi 
by alleging that the rate was too low, 
and in any case they desired to make U| 
the loss which would be entailed upon 
them by the Sarnia reduction. The ef 
feet of this reduction from Sarnia and 
the increase at points along the Niagara 
border was to restrict the importation of 
oil from the United States in competition 
with the oil produced at Sarnia, and 
thus to give the Sarnia product the con- 
trol of the Canadian market. Cousum 
ers of oil became very much incensed at 
this, and to it attributed the rise in the 
price of oil, as well as the discrepancy 
in the cost on the American side of the 
line as compared with this. They lodged 
a complaint of illegal discrimination lie 
fore the railway committee of the privy 
council against the railways. After 
several hearings and some delay, owing 
very largely to the requests of the com- 
plainants themselves and their inability 
to arrange their case and secure evi 
deuce, the question has been finally de- 
termined against the railway companies. 
The railway .committee came to the eon 
elusion thut the only practical remedy 
available was to reduce the railway 
tariff on oil. They made a report and 
recommendation to the council accord- 
ingly. The effect is to leave the rate 
from Sarnia untouched, while the rate 
from American points to points in Can 
ndu is reduced to the figure of 23 cents, 
as it originally was, based on mileage 
This decision will hardly accord with 
the predictions which have been made by 
opponents of the government, that the 
complainants would fail of receiving re- 
dress, but will be regarded with satisfac- 
tion by consumers of oil all over the 
country. 

There seems to be no doubt of the fact 
that the Eastern camps for the militia 
during the past year or two, sold liquor 
in the regimental canteens, notwith 
standing the fact that the regulations 
expressly prohibit this. One ex-ollicer 
of the militia last, summer warmly criti- 
cized the minister of militia for permit- 
ting this to be done. The attention of 
General Hutton was called to this criti 
cism, and he proposed to make an ex- 
ample of the officer, but, to the General's 
great regret, when the matter came to 
be looked into, it turned out that this 
officer had resigned from the militia 
three months before, and had therefore 
the right to speak as a private citizen 

The efforts of a few trained nurses in 
Montreal to constitute themselves into a 
governing body for the profession, have 
been nipped in the bud. Dr. Roddick, 
M. P., had been given charge of the in- 
corporation bill, but when it was pointed 
out to him that its principal object was 
to constitute in Montreal a governing 
body of the nurses of the Dominion, he 
declined to have anything further to do 
with the measurei and withdrew it. Th 
result of the withdrawal will be the 
foundation of a trained nurses' associa- 
tion for the Dominion. The member 
ship will include the lady superintend 
ents of all the hospitals of Canada, and 
the alumnae of each training school.

The following is. a timely description 
of the country that the British are now 
traversing between Bloemfonteiu and 
the Vaal river, it is from an account 
by an oliieer now in the field: 

" The railway, which runs N, N. E 
from Bloemfonteiu to the Vaal river, 
passes with scarcely a curve or a cut 
ting, an embankment or a tunnel, 
through a monotony of 175 miles of roll 
bag plains, occasionally diversified ii 
the more northern districts by compara- 
tively low ranges of hills, which are 
themselves surmounted by singular 
replicas of the crags about Capetown 
known as Table Mountain, the Devil's 
Peak, and the Lion, only much less 
elevated. Here I may remark that, as 
regards the mountains, most maps of the 
Free State are nought; the ranges 
audaciously indicated are often little 
more than rising ground. The level 
areas are treeless, save for scrub; river- 
less, save for the temporary streams of 
the rainy season; untitled, save for 
nature's pnsturage of square miles of 
luxuriant, waving grass; houseless, 
save for n very few isolated homesteads 
or kraals; and foodless, save for th 
sparse cattle and the unatainable game 
Lord Roberts must therefore rely upon 
his own transport for snpplies. The 
population, and hence also the traffic 
are little more thnu nominal. Not 
yard of metalled road did I see during 
the whole course of my journeys througl 
the Free State and the Transvaal. Yet 
locomotion is by no means difficult. The 
straight line of railway will be easily 
repaired. Cart tracks may be struck 
out almost at will on the fairly firm 
pasturage, and as soon as these become 
rutty the difficulty is immediately obvi 
nted by a small semi-circular divergence 
of route. 

" It appears, therefore, improbable 
thnt Eord Roberts in his advance 
towards the Vaal rivet- will meet with 
any lion in the path in the shape of a 
formidable defensive position from 
whence the Boer forces could for any 
length of time bar his way, There are 
no vital strategical features correspond- 
ing to the Tiigelii river, to the Mnjuba- 
Lning's Nek heights, to the Drakensberg, 
or to the ranges south of the Orange 
river between Hopotown and Normal's. 
Tout. The Table Mountain-Devil's Peak 
heights, which a non-soldier critic 
might suppose formidable, are illusory 
as tactical obstacles. They are gener- 
ally en l'air, are never en potence with n 
marsh, a road or a river, and can always 
be shirked. Groups of kopjes may occa- 
sionally induce the retreating Boers to 
attempt a stand, and even to tight a 
rear-guard battle, but Lord Roberts has 
shown us over and over again thnt these 
can be turned by tactical skill; the firm 
pasture plains are especially suitable for 
our mounted infantry, and any such 
stand would melt away after a short 
delay. Of more importance, as threat- 
ening loss through rear-guard actions, 
arc tho numerous spruits or streams 
which in no case are spanned by bridges, 
and in every case have their beds 
' bouldercd ' with formidable granite 
debris. During the rainy season the 
spates occur so suddenly that in n few 
hours a trickling thread is converted 
into an unfordable torrent, which, how 
ever, subsides with equal rapidity. 
When the beds are dry, our enemy 
opportunities of punishing an ove 
hardy pursuer would he increased. Tho 
waters have ploughed out long lines of 
deep chasms, with banks so overhanging 
that they constitute formidable parapet 
from behind which nn unsuspected 
enemy could devastate his foe, advancing 
over the open plain as effectually ns the 
valiant Highland Brigade was devas 
taled at Magersfontein. 

"An advance north along tho line of 
railway brings under consideration the 
possibility of co-operation by our troops 
from Natal, the shortest perpendicular 
distance from Ladysmith being about 
150 miles. A toil across the Drakens- 
berg range by Van Reenen's Pass has 
vividly impressed me with the difficulties 
and hazards of any attempt to force the 
defiles against such an enemy as the 
Boers. Although neither the main ridge 
nor the subsidiary spurs are alpine in 
their clutracter, ihe zig-zag routes across 
them are suggestive of the Simplon and 
the Brenner on a modified scale, especi- 
ally those on the eastern acclivities. 
One long gradient, which I measured, 
represented an average rise of 2,000 feet 
in seven miles, and for short lengths the 
incline was double and treble in steep- 
ness. The road itself, well engjneered 
and admirably constructed, incessantly 
skirts precipiees, twists round projec- 
tions, tapers up kloofs, mid doubles on 
itself along superposed terraces. At 
every angle there would be a liability to 
an inevitable surprise; and at every 
chasm, to an unforeseen calamity. The 
forcing of these passes would doubtless 
be practicable, but the operation would 
probably be tedious, and the losses would 
be severe, unless Lord Roberta we 
lirst to shake the Boers by threatening 
their rear from his line of railway. 
Once arrived at the top, the. west- 
erly advnnco towards Harrismith 
and Bethlehem would lie easy. 
Harrismith itself I found. to be a sub- 
stantially built, large village, suitable for 
a camping ground, well supplied with 
water and not without its own conveni- 
ences of shelter and supplies. 

" There remains an alternative circuit- 
ous route via Glencoe, Newcastle and 
Standerton. Here the Drakensberg 
passes have broadened into gaps, and the 
crags have been sloped down into steeps, 



WHIPPING IN DELAWARE. 

Demoralizing Spectacle Witnessed By 
Crowds of People. 

The following account of a public whipp- 
ing in Delaware Is taken from the Phila- 
delphia North American of April 110. It 
shows an extraordinary state of affairs In 
these civilized times. 

"The semi-annual whipping festivities 
were held here, (Dover, Delaware,) In the 
Kent County Jail yard yesterday, April '.".), 
In the presence of n crowd of 1,000 Uela- 
wareaus, who came early, with lunch bas- 
kets and arrayed In holiday attire, In anti- 
cipation of a marked departure from the 
regular order. 

"James M. Bernard, of Philadelphia, who 
had some correspondence with Sheriff 
Wharton as to the possibility of a free man 
being whipped to settle a bet, was down on 
the programme for a lashing. But early In 
the day announcement was made that Con- 
rad Henry, with whom the bet was made, 
had settled with Bernard. In consequence 
the latter did* not appear, and the proceed- 
ing resolved Itself Into the usual programme 
of castlgatlon. 

"When It became known that the star fea- 
ture on the programme had been eliminat- 
ed, the chief interest remaining In the pro- 
ceedings was on tho part of the nine men 
—convicted of various trifling offences— who 
were listed for the lash. 

"It was broadly hinted anion; the some- 
what disappointed spectators that there 
had never been any Intention to whip 
Bernard or any other free man, but that all 
the talk of Bernard's contemplated martyr- 
dom was In the nature of an advertisement 
of Dover's seml-auuual whipping function. 

"The nine victims bore up well under the 
lash, which was applied by the vigorous 
arm of the '^SO pound Sheriff. Their squirm- 
ing during the ordeal was fearful, and nt 
the conclusion of the ceremony the appear- 
ance of their backs was not more startling 
and morbidly satisfying to the crowd than 
It has been on many similar occasions. In 
about two weeks their wounds will heal, 
and they will again be able to rest ou their 
backs at night. 

"The offences for which the lash was ap- 
plied were the heinous robbery of a trunk, 
divers dark attacks upon Kent County hen 
coops, the theft of a beef hide, the mali- 
cious taking of a horse blanket and similar 
manifestations of depraved Inclinations. 

"Popular indignation against Bernard 
runs high. Should he visit this neighbor 
hood he might get his much desired whip 
ping at other hands than the Sheriff's, The 
Delawareans feel thut they have been rob- 
bed of a thrill. 

"This much was demonstrated by the pro- 
ceeding yesterday. Unless the nuthorltl 
devise some striking features for these 
whipping affairs, Delaware's best known in- 
stitution will languish and descend to the 
commonplace."
